There is something radically wrong somewhere. It certain- 
ly isn't the ball players’ fault. They have the proven ability, but 
they don’t have the right. people to exploit their ability. One 
thing is certain—the American baseball: public is not prejudiced 
against a, ball player, they only require that he produces on the 
field, The trouble is that the people who handle Negro ball-play- 
ers are probably the poorest salesmen the world has ever seen. 

Here they have as good a product as the: major leagues and 
in many instances the product is better, yet major league basé- 
ball is.a million dollar business while our Negro league is still 
a small time business proposition. The difference in the success 
of the two is showmanship and ,Salesmanship. 


In these days of streamlined compéetition-it takes show- 
manship and salesmanship to make any business a success. 
Probably this accounts for the present unsatisfactory posi- 
tion that organized Negro baseball finds itself in today. Both 
of these two essentials are strikingly missing in the Negro 
National and American Leagues at-present. 

While it is not possible to overcome all of the handicaps 
under which a Negro league must necessarily function, still 
there are certain situations that could be immediately reme- 
died if the owners had a desire to do so.

is no excuse for the two leagues not coming together and 
selecting a Commissioner.-The millionaires like Ruppert and 
Yawkey had no objection to delegating absolute authority to 
one man to supervise major league baseball, that represents 
millions of. dollars, yet our colored owners cannot find such a 
man among. our race group. But Ruppert and the other 
owners wanted a LEAGUE, but it seems our colored owners 
merely want an ASSOCIATION of ball clubs. 
N There is no reason why the owners should not establish: a 
central booking agency and stop paying the booking percentages 
to white bookers. This. money. could. do- much toward providing 
the funds to pay umpires, a. commissioner, publicity men- and. a 
Statistician. 

Here are a couple of classic examples to illustrate my point.

The classic example among Negroes is the Renaissance 
basketball team. Bob Douglass has demonstrated he knows how 
to exploit the ability of his colored stars and today the salaries 
paid his players equal and in most instances exceed those paid the 
best white professional players in the country:

Bob knows the value “of statistical records and he never 
fails to publicize the great winning streaks of his club and 
the individual scoring records of his players. He has done 
such a good job that there is hardly a basketball fan in the 
country who does not know all about every member on the 
Renaissance Club. 

Compare the thoroughness: with which records of white 
ball players are kept and the sad statistics on our Negro 
stars. Without statistical data it is hard for an owner to 
properly appraise a player and fix his valuation. Negro base- 
ball pays very little attention to records, which is probably 
one of the reasons ‘the public pays very little attention to 
Negro baseball. 

Last week I said that Negro ball players would be ad- 
mitted to the big leagues when organized colored baseball 
became a BUSINESS rival. Look at; the present business set- 
up of our colored leagues and you 'ean..see how" long that 
will be.
